FOX'S POLICE.

Mavor Fox has taken the trouble to prepars a |*

statement of the arrests made during the
first ten months of the present year, with
the causes assigned for each, which we pub-
lish to-day in our local columns, together with
the arrests for the corresponding months of
1868, It will be seen that the total for the
ten months of 1889 is 82,083, while for the
ten months of 1858 it reaches but 50,580,
This is doubtless regarded by Mayor Foxasa
remarkable proof of*an increased efficiency
on the part of the police, but when we oarry
the comparison still further back, the show-
ing does not become quite so Hattering, ay
witness the following figures:-

Thus, while Mayor Fox's police have made,
during the first ten months of their power,
1703 more arrests than were made during the
corresponding period of the previous year,
their work still falls 4483 below the corres-
ponding months of 1887, and 4234 below
1866, It is a noticeable fact, moreover, that
the arrests during 1869 on the charge of
drunkeness and disorderly conduct, or drunk-
enness alone, exceed by 1957 the arrests
during 1868 for the same trivial charges, thus
showing that the arrests made by the present
police force on serious charges fall 254 below
the number for the previous year; and when
the cxeess of 6n8 in the number of arrests
for corner-lounging is added, the showing for
Mayor Fox's police is by 5o much the worse,
In the fearfully prevalent crime of larceny
the arrests during 1860 fall ednsiderably
below those of 1868, which is not by any

Tue Comansstone or INpiasy Arparns hns
forbidden delegations from the tribes to visit
Washington for the purpose of laying their
grievances before the Government, for the
ostensible reason that the momney thus ex-
pended can he used to bettor advantage in
purchasing provisions and other necessaries
uf life; while, it is argned, the agent of each
particular tribe can attend to the business of
the tribe better than its own direct repre-
sentatives. If the agents were all
thoronghly honest men, whoso sole object
wos the promotion of the welfare of the
Indians, this argument would hold water;
but everybody who has read anything about
the management of our Indian affairs knows
how {ar short of this standard fell the greater
number of the agents under the old system.
The appointment of the Quaker agents gave
promise of & change for the better, but the
plan has not yet been upon its trial snffi-
ciently long to enable the country to ses how
snecessful it is destined to prove. In the
meantime, it i8 not at all improbable that
some of the tribes may have good cause to
complain of their agents, and it is not at all
likely that these officinls will consent, under
such circumstances, to bear their complaints
to the capital. Moreover, these occasional
visits of delegations of influential chiefs to
the East tend fo impress them with the
strength and resources of the country, and
teagh them how foolish it is for their bravea
to resort to the war path, in the hope of
making any headway against the whites,
